Madison Square Garden. New York 
June 28.— The Ku Klux Klan issue 
today crashed into the fifth session 
of the democratic convention and ef­ 
fectively blocked its procedure. 
After a dramatic recital 
of 
the 
struggles of the resolutions commit­ 
tee over the Klan plank, 
led 
by 
Chairman Homer Cummings of the 
committee, he asked a recess of the 
convention until 3 o'clock this after­ 
noon and the recess was taken. 
Long 
before 
Chairman 
Walsh 
pounded for order 
at 
IO:SH 
and 
started the business of the day lead­ 
ers had dropped word that the reso­ 
lutions committee was deadlocked on 
the Klan plank and a recess of the 
convention would be necessary. 
The party spokesmen were obvi­ 
ously worried over the development. 
Numerous conferences were 
under 
way through the hall and the plat­ 
form. 
After the Invocation by Rev. 
John Roach Stratton the viewpoint 
of Chairman Walsh 
was 
revealed 
when he announced: 
“ The 
gravity 
of 
the 
situation 
which confronts us suggests that we 
have song as well as prayer.” 
Walsh then Introduced Miss Ben­ 
net of Concord, N. H., to lead in the 
singing of the Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner. 
Cummings Reports 
Walsh then presented 
Chairman 
Homer Cummings of the committee 
on resolutions. 
“ I realize that you are impatient 
for our report," Cummings said. 
“ I think a word of explanation is 
due. 
I will, in a few moments, tell 
you something about the delibera­ 
tions which havo been going on in 
that committee. 
"I would appreciate your close at­ 
tention because, In a large measure, 
it may afreet the destinies of our 
party. 
“ In accordance with the custom of 
our party we proceeded to ho‘ld pub­ 
lic meetings. 
These meetings lasted 
for many hours through Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 
A subcommittee waB 
then appointed to prepare a draft of 
the platform. 
That subcommittee 
has been in almost continuous ses 
aion until a recent time when it re­ 
ported to the full 
committee. 
It 
worked in perfect harmony. 
It was 
the desire of everyone to complete 
the platform which would be com 
mensurate with the duties that lie 
before the party at this time. 
“ We have almost completed the 
platform, and it will be laid before 
this convention within a very few 
hours. 
I. think you will be proud of 
this platform, and that you will re 
gard it as a satisfactory platform. 
Many Troublesome Problems 
“ We have had an unusually large 
number of troublesome problems, and 
have dealt with all questions save 
two In such manner as has won the 
unanimous support of all members 
of the committee. 
“ When we put the platform before 
you it will be a majority report un 
anlmously made except in two 
in 
stances: a difference of opinion with 
regard to the phraseology 
of 
the 
League of Nations. 
“ A minority report will be made 
I understand, by a minority headed 
by Mr. Baker, of Ohio. 
“ There remains one point of the 
platform with which we have to deal 
I regret to say that a great differ 
ence of opinion arose over this ques 
tion. 
The subcommittee struggled 
over the problem for hours. 
It was 
unable to agree unanimously. 
Last 
night the full committee went into 
session, dealing with this problem 
having to do with the subject of re 
ligious freedom. 
Our session con 
tinued through the night, and I re 
gret to say that as time went on the 
discussion became more heated. 


“ It became somewhat acrimonious. 
“ We began to wonder what would

continued, “ until three o’clock this 
afternoon." 
The motion was put in an atmos­ 
phere of tense 
silence. 
A 
great 
shout of “ ayes,” and the recess was 
taken. 


NEAR FIST FIGHTS

The weary members emerged from 
an atmosphere of near fist fights and 
torrid debate at 5:30 this morning 
with all its work done except a plank 
on the Klan. 
It was to meet again at 1:30. 
In 
the meantime conferences between 
different leaders within and outside 
the committee continued through the 
morning in an effort to break the 
jam. 
On the League of 
Nations 
an 
agreement was reached. 
The party 
will stand as sponsor for the league 
and recommends a nationwide refer­ 
endum of the people as to whether 
the United States shall 
enter 
the 
league. 
By the result of this poll 
the party agrees to abide. 


AL SMITH WANTS 


NO SUBTERFUGES 
New York. June 28.— “ I would in­ 
finitely rather lose the nomination 
on an issue of principle than be suc­ 
cessful through a resort to subter­ 
fuge.” Governor Alfred E. Smith said 
today, discussing the deadlock on the

ANTI-KLAN FACTION IS PREPAR­ 
ING FOR COUP TO­ 
DAY 
(Fly United Pres*) 
Madison Square Garden, New York 
June 28.— Thoroughly enmeshed in 
the Issue of the Ku Klux Klan, the 
democratic national convention will 
re-convene at 3 o'clock this 
after­ 
noon In a session fraught with every 
possibility of one of the greatest bat­ 
tles in political history. 
Talk of possible rioting Is heard 
on every hand. 
Two hundred extra 
policemen have been ordered out to­ 
day 
inside 
the 
historic 
Madison 
Square 
Garden. 
Guards 
and 
re­ 
serves have been entered 
to 
hold 
themselves In readiness for duty. 
After one of the most stormy ses­ 
sions a resolutions 
committee 
has 
ever held. In the convening of which 
members stood with heads bowed In 
prayer as William Jennings Bryan, 
with upraised hands, sought Divine 
guidance. Chairman Cummings 
re­ 
ported to the convention 
that 
an 
agreement bad not been reached on 
the Klan plank. 
A recess was taken until 3 o’clock 
this afternoon. 
Meantime Ed Moore, leader of the 
anti-Klan faction, is planning a coup 
for this afternoon which would throw 
the convention into turmoil. Moore’s 
temper has been aroused to 
fever 
heat. 
If the committee still Is not 
ready to report at 3 o'clock he In 
tends to demand the floor and will 
move that the committee 
he 
dis 
charged from further consideration 
of the Klan plank. 
This will bring 
an immediate test vote. 
The plank 
would then be discussed from the 
floor, and for the first time in Ameri 
can political history religious ques 
tions would be fought out in open 
session with all th» attendant bit­ 
terness that invariably arises. 
Everywhere temper Is rising. The 
factions are so far apart on th** is 
atle of the Klan that state delegations 
have started quarreling among them­ 
selves. 
Candidates are afraid to 
make statements for fear they may 
become so involved that nomination 
possibilities will be wrecked before 
balloting starts. 
Old 
experienced 
leaders foresee ev«*n a possible wreck­ 
ing of the party upon this question 
of religious tolerance. 
The McAdoo forces claimed mildly 
that the outlook is for the adoption 
of a plank that will not specifically 
name (he Klan. 
“ The outlook is almost promising," 
Judge Rockwell said. 
“ The Judg­ 
ment of the wisest men in the party 
Is about to prevail. 
By that I mean 
that the plank will reflect a national 
party view rather than a local view.’’ 
A conference of leaders was called 
at noon at the Manhattan Club, and 
Governor Smith left his hotel to at­ 
tend it.

Government Printing Office to 
post offices, patriotic societies and 
recruiting offices of all branches of 
the service. 
The clerical force handling this 
work will be limited and the rapidity 
with which applications wil be re­ 
ceived and disposed of, I. e., certified 
by the Marine Corps to the U. S. 
Veterans’ Bureau, for the issuance 
of the Adjusted Compensation Certifi­ 
cate will be retarded should a large 
amount of unnecessary corespondence 
be received. 
Each application for bonus will be 
acknowledged upon its receipt, aud 
the applicant will also receive an­ 
other notice when the Marine Corps 
completes its action and forwards the 
application and certificate to the U.

June 28.— The Ku Klux Klan issue 
today crashed into the fifth session 
of the democratic convention and ef­ 
fectively blocked its procedure. 
After a dramatic recital 
of 
the 
struggles of the resolutions commit­ 
tee over the Klan plank, 
led 
by 
Chairman Homer Cummings of the 
committee, he asked a recess of the 
convention until 3 o’clock this after­ 
noon and the recess was taken. 
Long 
before 
Chairman 
Walsh 
pounded for order 
at 
10:35 
and 
started the business of the day lead­ 
ers had dropped word that the reso­ 
lutions committee was deadlocked on 
the Klan plank and a recess of the 
convention would be necessary. 
The party spokesmen were obvi­ 
ously worried over the development. 
Numerous conferences were 
under 
way through the hall and the plat­ 
form. 
After the invocation by Rev. 
John Roach Stratton the viewpoint 
of Chairman Walsh 
was 
revealed 
when he announced: 
“The 
gravity 
of 
the 
situation 
which confronts us suggests that we 
have song as well as prayer.” 
Walsh then introduced Miss Ben­ 
net of Concord, N. H., to lead in the 
singing of the Star Spangled Ban­ 
ner. 
Cummings Reports 
Walsh then presented 
Chairman 
Homer Cummings of the committee 
on resolutions. 
“I realize th a t you are impatient 
for our report,” Cummings said. 
“ I think a word of explanation is 
due. 
I will, in a few moments, tell 
you something about the delibera­ 
tions which have been going on in 
that committee. 
“ I would appreciate your close a t­ 
tention because, in a large measure, 
it may affect the destinies of our 
party. 
“ In accordance with the custom of 
our party we proceeded to hold pub­ 
lic meetings. 
These meetings lasted 
for many hours through Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 
A subcommittee was 
then appointed to prepare a draft of 
the platform. 
T hat subcommittee 
has been in almost continuous ses­ 
sion until a recent time when it re­ 
ported to the full 
committee. 
It 
worked in perfect harmony. 
It was 
the desire of everyone to complete 
the platform which would be com­ 
m ensurate with the duties that lie 
before the party at this time. 
“ We have almost completed the 
platform, and it will be laid before 
this convention within a very few 
hours. 
L think you will be proud of 
this platform, and th a t you will re­ 
gard it as a satisfactory platform. 
Many Troublesome Problems 
“We have had an unusually large 
number of troublesome problems, and 
have dealt with all questions save 
two in such manner as has won the 
unanimous support of all members 
of the committee. 
“When we put the platform before 
you it w ill be a majority report un ­ 
animously made except in two 
in­ 
stances: a difference of opinion with 
regard to the phraseology 
of 
the 
League of Nations. 
“A minority report will be made, 
I understand, by a minority headed 
by Mr. Baker, of Ohio. v 
“There remains one point of the 
platform with which we have to deal. 
I regret to say that a great differ­ 
ence of opinion arose over this ques­ 
tion. 
The subcommittee struggled 
over the problem for hours. 
It was 
unable to agree unanimously. 
Last 
night the full committee went into 
session, dealing with this problem, 
having to do with the subject of re­ 
ligious freedom. 
Our session con­ 
tinued through the night, and I re­ 
gret to say that as time went on the 
discussion became more heated. 
“It became somewhat acrimonious. 
“We began to wonder what would 
happen if the full convention were

The weary members emerged from 
an atmosphere of near fist fights and 
torrid debate at 5:30 this morning 
with all its work done except a plank 
on the Klan. 
It was to meet again at 1:30. 
In 
the meantime conferences between 
different leaders within and outside 
the committee continued through the 
morning in an effort to break the 
jam. 
On the League of 
Nations 
an 
agreement was reached. 
The party 
will stand as sponsor for the league 
and recommends a nationwide refer­ 
endum of the people as to whether 
the United States shall 
enter 
the 
league. 
By the result of this poll 
the party agrees to abide. 


AL SMITH WANTS 


NO SUBTERFUGES 
New York, June 28.— “ I would in­ 
finitely rather lose the nomination 
on an issue of principle than be suc­ 
cessful through a resort to subter­ 
fuge.” Governor Alfred E. Smith said 
today, discussing the deadlock on the 
platform drafting committee of the 
democratic national convention 
on 
the Ku Klux Klan plank.

Madison Square Garden, New York 
June 28.— Thoroughly enmeshed in 
the issue of the Ku Klux Klan, the 
democrat ic national convention will 
re-convene at 3 o’clock this 
after 
noon in a session fraught with every 
possibility of one of the greatest bat­ 
tles in political history. 
Talk of possible rioting is heard 
on every hand. 
Two hundred extra 
policemen have been ordered out to­ 
day 
inside 
the 
historic 
Madison 
Square 
Garden. 
Guards 
and 
re­ 
serves have been ordered 
to 
hold 
themselves in readiness for duty. 
After one of the most stormy ses­ 
sions a resolutions 
committee 
has 
ever held, In the convening of which 
members stood with heads bowed in 
prayer as William Jennings Bryan, 
with upraised hands, sought Divine 
guidance. Chairman Cummings 
re­ 
ported to the convention 
that 
an 
agreement had not been reached on 
the Klan plank. 
A recess was taken until 3 o’clock 
this afternoon. 
Meantime Ed Moore, leader of the 
anti-K lan faction, Is planning a coup 
for this afternoon which would throw 
the convention into turmoil. Moore’s 
temper has been aroused to 
fever 
heat. 
If the committee still Is not 
ready to report at 3 o’clock he In­ 
tends to demand the floor and will 
move that the committee 
be 
dis­ 
charged from further consideration 
of the Klan plank. 
This will bring 
an immediate test vote. 
The plank 
would then be discussed from the 
floor, and for the first time in Ameri­ 
can political history religious ques­ 
tions would be fought out in open 
session with all the attendant bit­ 
terness that invariably arises. 
Everywhere temper is rising. The 
factions are so far apart on the is­ 
sue of the Klan that state delegations 
have started quarreling among them ­ 
selves. 
Candidates are afraid to 
make statements for fear they may 
become so involved that nomination 
possibilities will he wrecked before 
balloting starts. 
Old 
experienced 
leaders foresee even a possible wreck­ 
ing of the party upon this question 
of religious tolerance. 
The McAdoo forces claimed mildly 
th at the outlook i8 for the adoption 
of a plank that will not specifically 
name the Klan. 
“The outlook is almost promising,” 
Judge Rockwell said. 
“The Judg­ 
ment of the wisest men in the party 
is about to prevail. 
By that I mean 
that the plank will reflect a national 
party view rather than a local view.” 
A conference of leaders was called 
at noon at the M anhattan Club, and 
Governor Smith left his hotel to a t­ 
tend it.

Court action was taken, 
Hollins 
Randolph, president of 
the 
Stone 
Mountain Memorial association, said 
in a statement, as a lust resort and 
as a m atter of duty to the many 
thousands of patriotic men, women 
and children who have contributed 
to the memorial.” 
Internal troubles arose when Ven­ 
able, a member of tho executive com­ 
mittee of the Stone Mountain Mem 
orial Association, at the annual meet­ 
ing in April, “made efforts to obtain 
on trot of the entire administration 
of t ho association's affairs,” 
Ran 
dolph’s statement said. 
“ He clearly 
Indicated that it was his purpose to 
disrupt the association if he failed 
to gain control.” 
The petition to the court for the 
injunction recited a

of 
grievances against the owner of the 
mountain, the association contending 
ho had blocked a plan to widen the
